School Board Budgets For Record $73,000 In 1948 


Teachers Salaries Given As $54,000 
Boost $3,000 Over 1947; Item For 
Supplies Cut Drastically 

Provision Made For Additional $600 Towards 
Janitors’ Salaries; Other Items Follow Same 
Pattern As Past Years

Portion of Main Street Fronting Burnt-Out Build¬ 
ings to be Raised to Level Present Sidewalk; Will 
Facilitate Parking And Drainage 


Coleman School Board has pre¬ 
sented a budget totalling $73,000 
to the town council and asked that 
it be given that amount with 
whidh to 'administer the Coleman 
schools during 1948. In 1947 the 
school budgeted for $71,000. 

Despite the wage increase 
sought 'by the teachers’ negotiat¬ 
ing committee the Board’s figure 
of $54,200 against that of $51,528 
for 1947 does not appear as if the 
Board plans on granting a heavy 
wage increase. 

The item covering janitors' sal¬ 
aries shows a straight $600 in¬ 
crease, $8,400 this year against 
actual expenditures df $7,848.00 
in 1947. 

'School supplies, it appears, will 
be cut drastically as the budget 
calls for an expenditure of $1,500 
against actual expenditures of 
$3,776 in 1947. The rest of the 
budget follows routine spending.

District Lumbermen and Forest 
Officials Among Board of 
Trade’s Guests To Hear Dis¬ 
tinguished Speaker. 

A regular supper meeting of 
Coleman Board of Trade was held 
in the Grand Union Hotel last 
Thursday evening. 

Guest speaker for the evening 
was Mr. H. G. Jensen, of the 
Eastern Rockies Forest Conserva¬ 
tion Board. Mr. Jensen in his 
speech outlined the plans of the 
board for the near future. 

The 'Conservation Board was or¬ 
ganized last fall under the direc¬ 
tion of the Dominion government. 
It consisted of three members, 
two being appointed by them and 
one by the government of Alberta. 
The board was granted $6,300,000 
for the capital building and devel¬ 
opment of the eastern slopes and 
a maintenance sum of $300,000 per 
year for the next twenty-five 
years. 

iMr. Jensen told of the wide¬ 
spread starvation and hunger 
throughout the world, stating that 
nearly one third of the world’s 
people are hungry today. The 
only way, he stated, to have per¬ 
manent peace is to have everyone 
fed properly. To do this, the soil 
of agriculturally inclined nations 
must be fertilized and worked and

made to produce from two to three 
times the amount of foodstuffs 
they are now producing. Canada’s 
population might well be increased 
to 50 millions in the future years 
—if we can feed them. 

The prairies are the most ac¬ 
ceptable parts of Canada to be 
made to double their production 
figures, he stated. But, in order to 
do this, the land must have an 
abundant supply of water. 

The Eastern Rockies Forest 
Conservation Board has an area of 
9,000 square miles under its ob¬ 
servation and development, and 
their primary purpose is to main¬ 
tain Alberta’s forests in such a 
manner as to prevent the hazard¬ 
ous forest fires and the unwise 
cutting of timber which causes 
spring floods and laiter in the 
season, droughts. When forests 
are preserved and cut wisely, the 
spring run-off is casual and steady 
throughout the entire spring and 
summer, supplying the land with 
sufficient water for successful ir¬ 
rigation. 

Irrigation is becoming wide¬ 
spread in Alberta, with a half 
million 'acres already under water 
and another million irrigatable if 
and when the need arises. Mr. 
Jensen used as an example of the 
value of irrigation, the land 
around Taber, east of Lethbridge. 
Before this area was irrigated, 
land sold for as little a® $2 an acre 
and porduced next to nothing. 
Now, it sells for as much as $150 
an acre and its harvests are 
bountiful. 

'Mr. Jenesn went on to say that 
the eastern slope® of the Rocky 
mountains are known to be the 
most important strip of timber in 
the whole of Canada, because of 
the water they control.

FOR MANY YEARS THERE HAS BEEN considerable interest in this 
country in the completion of an up-to-date highway, linking Canada from 
the East to the West coasts. There are some parts of the present trans- 
Canada highway which compare favorably with any roads to be found on 
this continent, but in other sections it falls far short of modern standards 
for all-weather highways. Canada is a very large country, and the trans¬ 
continental highways must, of necessity pass through many miles of sparse¬ 
ly-populated land, where there would be little other than long-distance traf¬ 
fic. The construction of modern, hard-surfaCed roads requires a great deal 
of labor and involves the expenditure of large sums of money. During the 
war, and in the years which have followed, labor has been scarce and con¬ 
ditions have not been favorable to commencing a roads project of the extent 
of a coast-to-Coast highway.

In The Legislature 

By E. 0. Duke 

The debate on the Budget has 
concluded and the House has spent 
considerable time on the commit¬ 
tee as a whole, considering the 
budget estimates and bills pres¬ 
ently before it. A number of reso¬ 
lutions have been introduced, in¬ 
cluding one moved by Mr. Ward 
of the Navy, and 1 seconded by Mr. 
Taylor of Drumheller, requesting 
that ithe present basic $75.00 per 
month for total disability pensions 
be increased to $100.00 basic for 
veterans suffering 100% disabil¬ 
ity. The Dominion Government is 
proposing to increase the basic 
to $87.00 per month. It was argued 
that unskilled men are earning 
more than this and that this was 
not fit pay for veterans who have 
rendered^ such service as that 
given by our disabled veterans. 

Dr. W. W. Cross gave the House 
much information regarding his 
department. He told the Assembly 
that Alberta now has 7.3 hospital 
beds per thousand patients, and 
that 7.5 is supposed to be the 
maximum number required. Hos¬ 
pital grants were increased' last 
year from 45 cents to 70 cents a 
day; free maternity hospitaliza¬ 
tion last year cost $700,000.00; 
nearly twice 'as many patients 
were examined and treated for 
cancer as in any previous year. 
New buildings at the Red 1 Deer 
Mental Institution will accommo¬ 
date 150 patients, and more con¬ 
struction is anticipated 'this year 
at Ponoka and Oliver. There were 
124,000 people checked 1 last year 
for tuberculosis, and 742 patients 
were treated. The number of new 
cases discovered was 17% less 
than "in 1946, which Shows that 
this disease is on the decrease. A 
new sanatorium will be built this 
year in Edmonton; the free blood 
transfusion service, started in the 
summer of 1947, made 'possible by 
the Department of Health, the 
Red Cross and the citizens who 
donate blood, proved very success¬ 
ful. Six thousand patients were 
given blood transfusions in siix 
months; it will necessitate 3,000 
donors a month to keep up the 
necessary blood pool. A bill, 
known as The Blue Cross Bill, 
has been introduced; it will not 
interfere with the hospitalization, 
services provded by the municipSF 
hospitals, but will give citizens 
living in areas not organized 1 an 
opportunity to enter into the pre¬ 
paid scheme. At the same time, 
it will give an opportunity for 
anyone else to enter into the pre¬ 
paid scheme, which aims to give 
hospitalization anywhere in the 
world. 

Changes in the Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act now read; 
“That no vehicle, other than one 
used by a fireman, a policeman, or 
as an ambulance, can carry red 
lights or flashing lights other 
than clearance or signalling 
lights”. It established a speed 
limit of 55 miles an hour, and 45 
miles an hour when lights are 
needed. Speed limits will be set 
in designated highway areas un¬ 
der construction or repair, and 
signs will be erected indicating 
the speed there. Any motor vehicle 
commencing to pass another ve¬ 
hicle must now sound its horn. 
Bicyclists and other slow-moving 
vehicles must keep to the extreme 
right side of the travelled road; , 
and although cyclists and motor¬ 
cyclists or horsemen may ride 
two abreast, upon being overtaken 
they are required to travel in 
single file as near to the right 
side of the highway as conditions 
permit. ^

Tim Buck Defends 
Communism At 
Blairmore 

(Lethbridge HemM) 

Tim Buck, national leader of the 
Labor-Progressive party in Can¬ 
ada, addressed about 200 people 
in the Orpheum theatre, Bl'air- 
more, Sunday afternoon. 

He called upon the people of 
Canada to oust the capitalist sys¬ 
tem in favor of the Communist 
scheme. He castigated the King 
'government for not establishing 
a $50 per month pension for lab¬ 
orers, who had worked for at least 
25 years and had reached their 
60th birthday. He claimed the 
workers of Canada were being 
held backward, unable to reach a 
high living standard because the 
Canadian economy was too closely 
tied to the American economy. 
The Abbott plan of managing eco¬ 
nomics was detrimental to the 
Canadian people and the recent 
import ban was denying the people 
of foodstuffs necessary to their 
bodily welfare. 

He stated that the Progressive- 
Labor party would not run a can¬ 
didate in opposition to the C.C.F. 
candidate in the forthcoming elec¬ 
tion even though the L*P.P. were 
running Ben Swankey of Ed¬ 
monton in opposition to J. Lloyd, 
candidate of the C.C.F. party in 
the Pincher Creek-Crows Nest 
riding in the next provincial elec¬ 
tion. He explained this by quoting 
that the L.-P.'P. candidate in that 
riding had always polled more 
votes than the C.C.F. candidate 
and had a better chance of earry- 
the constituency. 

Arm in Sling 

Buck addressed the meeting 
with his left arm in a sling which 
was injured last week in an auto¬ 
mobile 'accident near Kimberley. 

Ben Swankey of Edmonton and 
L.-P.P. candidate in the Pincher 
Creek-Crow’s Nest riding, address¬ 
ed the meeting before the leader 
of the L.-P.P. He claimed that 
legislation before the legislature 
to prohibit illegal strikes was an 
effort to take away the right of 
the working man to strike to right 
a wrong or correct a grievance. 

He also claimed that the Social 
Credit government was anti-labor; 
that the 40-hour week be made 
compulsory for all industries, and 
that an injured workman should 
receive 100 per cent compensation 
of his earnings. He castigated the 
'Social Credit government for giv¬ 
ing outside interests leases on the 
best oil-producing lands in Al¬ 
berta in spite of their so-called 
checker-board system of leasing 
lands with oil showings. He claim¬ 
ed the Imperial Oil Co. had drilled 
39 oil wells and got production out 
of the 39. 

He stated that in the next pro¬ 
vincial election the L.-P.P. would 
only contest the constituencies of 
Edmonton, Calgary and Pincher 
Creek-Crow’s Nest Pass. He stat¬ 
ed in inclusion that the Pincher 
Creek-fcrow’s Nest constituency 
had the honor of electing the first 
labor member to the legislature. 
He predicted that after the next 
provincial election they would 
have the honor of electing the 
first Communist to Edmonton.

Mayor Frank Aboussafy came 
up with a good idea on Monday 
morning which is worth a little 
publicity. 

He suggests that the sidewalk 
from Zak’s store right along the 
main street block be built up and 
the drainage system alongside the 
block be built up and improved.

Details of the act have been 
sent to government insurance 
officials in all states and provinces, 
and to automobile clubs and as¬ 
sociations. 

All motorists must have cards 
showing their financial responsi¬ 
bility if involved in an accident. 

Already a motorist from Saskat¬ 
chewan and another from Wash¬ 
ington state had cars impounded 
until proof of financial responsi¬ 
bility was shown.

HELP IN CASE OF ACCIDENT 

In all cases of serious shock or injury, send for a doctor or ambulance at once. In 
the meantime, apply first aid promptly, but not hastily. 

BLEEDING WOUNDS — Bleeding in spurts indicates severing of an ar¬ 
tery. Steady flow indicates a vein has been cut. Bleeding from an artery should 
be stopped by applying pressure of the thumb, a compress or cloth pad over the ar¬ 
tery at a point between the bleeding wound and the heart. In bleeding from a vein 
[steady flow], pressure should be applied on the side away from the heart. Where 
bleeding is not severe, a compress over the open wound should be sufficient. If 
bleeding is very severe, tourniquet may be made by tieing handkerchief, cloth, 
belt, strap or necktie around the part over compress and using small stick, pencil 
or similar article with which to twist and tighten. Do not twist too hard, just 
enough to stop bleeding. Loosen every twenty minutes to let a little blood escape. 

Keep the part elevat.ed. 

SHOCK — Lay patient flat on back with head low, unless head is bleeding. 
Remove false teeth, gum or tobacco from mouth. Keep patient warm. Give stim¬ 
ulants such as aromatic spirits of ammonia in water, hot coffee, tea or water. Do 
not give stimulant to unconscious patients, or one who may have internal bleeding.

After designing a highway on the basis of known safety factors that 
limit the legal maximum speed to 35 miles an hour, for example, Lucken¬ 
bach can use his “magic meter” to clock the average speed of traffic.

Luchenbach has meas- I / 

ured the psychological effect of this f 


Polymyxin, Powerful New Germ- 
Killer Cures Dangerous Infections 


BALTIMORE.—Successful clinical use of a new powerful germ-killer, 
Polymyxin, is described by John Hopkins hospital physicians. They report 
swift cures of undulant fever, whooping cough and other dangerous infec¬ 
tions. 

Beyond that, the drug may lead to mankind’s final triumph over an 
ancient curse—Bubonic plague. It will be sent to India to determine how 
it works against the Black Death, they said. 

Typhoid and paratyphoid fever, certain wound infections, types of men¬ 
ingitis, various urinary tract infections, tularemia (rabbit fever), blood poi¬ 
soning, and bacillary dysentry also are among diseases against which the 
doctors found polymyxin “uniquely effective”. 

The drug is derived from bacillus polyxa. This is an organism com¬ 
monly found in soil, water, sewage and muck, the doctors said. It is not 
yet available for general clinical use. 

A nine-ycar-old boy, near death from a skin eruption with a secondary 
infection, was the first human to be treated with the new drug. 

Physicians injected it in the form of a white powder under his skin. 
He was well in eight days. 

One big advantage polymyxin has over the other recent “wonder drugs” 
is that the germs it attacks do not develop a resistance to it.

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Scientists Seek 
Gasoline From 
Natural Gas 


Vegreville. Alta., Chemical 
Engineer, Is Successful In 
Obtaining A Small Quantity 
From Carbon Monoxide 

EDMONTON. — The conversion of 
natural gas to a cheap, high-quality 
gasoline is one of the problems now 
being studied by scientist* at the 
University of Alberta research labor¬ 
atories. 

Research men all over the conti¬ 
nent have been working at the pro¬ 
ject for years but as yet none have 
succeeded in producing a method that 
will make gasoline cheaply enough 
to compete with that obtained from 
petroleum. At the university lab 
here, gasoline has been made from 
natural gas but not cheaply enough 
to make it feasible. The project is 
particularly important to Alberta 
with its huge untapped sources of 
natural gas. 

Initial work on the synthesization 
of gasoline was begun at the univer¬ 
sity in 1943 by the late Dr. E. H. 
Boomer, professor of chemical engi¬ 
neering. Since his death, graduate 
students have been conducting the 
experiments. 

Must Increase Yield 

At present a 23-year-old chemical 
engineer from Vegreville, Alta., Mich¬ 
ael Chmilar, is taking his master of 
science degree on the project. So 
far he has obtained one-quarter of a 
pound ■ f T3#~gasoline from 35 cu. feet 
of carbon monoxide. Theoretically, 
twice that amount should be obtained 
and he now is attempting to increase 
the yield so the gasoline obtained 
can compete with ordinary petroleum 
gasoline. 

Natural gas is converted to carbon 
monoxide in the synthesis. The car¬ 
bon monoxiejf is then combined with 
hydrogen gas in the presence of 
granulated cobalt metal at a tem¬ 
perature of about 200 degrees. The 
big problem at present is to find 
something besides the cobalt metal 
to combine the carbon monoxide and 
hydrogen. It’s a big job—but Mr. 
Chmilar is optimistic about the re¬ 
sults.
